Bulgarian rear guards are 
icing defeated wherever they attempt to stand. 
Following the capture of l>*iran, the British have 
OQDtihued their advance northward along the main line 
ot. the Salonika railroad. 
The annihilation of two Tur­ 
kish armies, the seventh and eighth, has opened up the 
way ft r a fresh advance of the allies in Palestine. 
For the first time since the war began, fighting is now 
n progress upon Bulgarian soil. 
Allied cavalry has in­ 
vaded Bulgaria, following the capture of Doiran, and at 
lust reports was advancing uoon the town of Struranitza. 
On the whole Baikin battle front the Bulgarians are 
now in retreat. 
With the invasion of Bulgaria by allied 
cavalry 
the tiist definite move is made toward cutting 
the Orient railway, theonlv direjpt line of communication 
linking up Turkey with the central emoires. 
The allied 
brees are moving upon otrumnitza, which is only 90 
miles from this laiitoad.
